The two scientists from the University of California at Irvine 
injected toe chemical, F-chl orop h eny 1 alanine (FCFA) in a methyl 
alcohol solution into male rets that were "sexually experienced 
and known to be vigorous copula tors," The scientists were study- 
ing toe effects of the chemical on toe mln^. 

The male rats were less sexually active with female partners 
alter receiving the chemical than before, the scientists reported 
in the current issue of Science magazine. 

The chemical is known to Inhibit the production of one of 
the brain's most important chemicals, serotonin, which haK been 
found to fiJiecb sleep. Serotonin hex also been Implicated in 
such mental illness as schizophrenia, and is also believed to 
affect animals' sexual drive. 

Drs. Whalen and Luttgo suggested that PCPA disturbed the 
male rats' ‘‘ability to adequately distinguish appropriate sexual 
partners.”

It was reported earlier this week 
that police at a roadblock near 
Madison, Wis., stopped a car carry- 
ing Mr. Armstrong, his brother, 
Karleton, 22. and two other men 
but did not detain them when the 
brothers said they were on their 
way to a vacation area in upstate 
Wisconsin. 

Little Palls police said Dwight 
Armstrong and Mr. Pine told them 
they were on their way to visit 
“Leo Burt In Utica.” Mr. Burt, 22, 
was the fourth suspect named by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
Wednesday. 

Four Honrs Late 

It was not until four hours after 
Mr. Armstrong and Mr. Fine were 
released that Little Palls police dis- 
covered they were wanted. 

Federal authorities have said the 
fugitives may be headed for Can- 
ada. It is a drive of about two 
hours from the Little Rdls-Utica 
area to the Thousand Islands 
Bridge leading to Canada above 
Watertown in northern New York. 

An FBI spokesman in. Utica said 
the FBI was "doing everything 
logically possible to try and locate 
these individuals in this area. It's 
a big search of a big area.” 

Although the four suspects were 
subjects of a nationwide hunt by 
the FBI. a spokesman at State 
Police Headquarters in Albany 
said they had received no special 
alert.

Huge Buoys Start Replacing 
Lightships at U.S. Harbors 


NEW YORK/ Sept. 4 (NYTj.— The first of seven buoys 
designed to replace lightships has reported for duty off Sandy 
Hook. N.J. 

Its arrival Wednesday began the age of the mammoth buoy 
for the Coast Guard, for which it will serve as a permanent aid 
to navigation. 

The device, which weighs 14Q tons, was anchored at the point 
that had been occupied by Scotland Lightship until 1966. At 
that time the vessel was withdrawn and replaced by a large 
experimental buoy, now no longer needed. 

The new Coast Guard buoys have a diameter of 40 feet and 
a tower 38 feet high. 

At Ambrose, the entrance to New York harbor that was 
originally guarded by the Ambrose and Scotland Lightships, the 
new buoy supplements the Ambrose Light station, a permanent 
Texas -tower type structure to service for several years. 

Several places now guarded by lightships— including the 
entrance to San Francisco Bay and the Humboldt Bay area in 
northern California — are soon to have the large buoys installed. 

However, the Coast Guard plans to retain a limited number 
of lightships at such sites as Nantucket, Mass.; the Columbia 
River in Oregon and Cape May. N.J. 

Development of the large navigational buoys as a lightship 
replacement was dictated by economics. Built by the General 
Dynamics Carp., it costs about 9250.000 and does not have to be 
manned. 

A modern lightship would cost about $S million to build. In 
addition, .it would require 15 to IB men as- well, as support 
personnel ashore. 

The new buoy's tower houses a 7,500-candlepower light, visible 
for ten miles, a fog signal and a radio-beacon antenna. Power 
is supplied by a continuously running diesel generator using 
propane gas. Refueling is required once a year. 

The buoys can be fitted with sensors to gather scientific data.

CBS, Replying to FCC, Says 
Nixon Promotes GOP on TV

WASHINGTON, Sept. 4 (WP) — 
The CBS television network said 
yesterday that President Nixon's 
numerous television appearances 
serve as a forum for Republican 
party pronouncements— and that 
television networks need the op- 
portunity and the flexibility to al- 
low the Democrats to reply. 

CBS made its comments to a 
petition to the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission asking the 
FCC to reverse a "fairness doc- 
trine" ruling made last month. In 
that decision the FCC ordered to 
give the Republican National Com- 
mittee air time to answer a July 7 
broadcast of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee. 

In its petition, CBS contended 
that the program of the Democrats 
was intended only to counter- 
balance President Nixon's appear- 
ances. To require another chance 
for Republican rebuttal, the net- 
work said, "raises serious obstacles 
to the achievement of fairness on 
a continuing basis.” 

Spokesman of Party 
Although CBS conceded that the 
President speaks as a national 
leader “above party and politics.” 
the network said be "is also the 
unquestioned leader and spokes- 
man of his party.” 

“In fact, the extensive appear- 
ances of President Nixon on CBS 
to discuss public issues have con- 
stitued a strong endorsement of

An unidentified GM spokesman 
denied Mr. Nader's charges. 

“The Corvairs were soundly de- 
signed and are safe cars to drive." 
he said. But. he added: “In view 
of the seriousness of the charges, 
we will make a reply to Secretary 
Volpe.” 

Mr. Nader claimed that the GM 
denial was made by an anonymous 
spokesman because “no GM official 
would make such a statement un- 
der oath."

As Presidential 
Voting Starts 

SANTIAGO, Chile, Sept. 4 Reu- 
ters) .—Chileans today voted ■ in 
orderly fashion to choose a new 
president for the next six years— 
and possibly the Western Hemi- 
sphere's first freely-elected Marx- 
ist government 

About 3£ million are expected 
to cast their ballots lor one of 
three candidates to succeed out- 
going President Eduardo Prd, who 
constitutionally cannot run for a 
second consecutive term. 

None of the three candidates Is 
expected to receive the absolute 
majority needed and the crucial 
decision would then be left in the 
hands of the 200-member congress 
at a special joint session on Oct. 24. 

The candidates are Radomiro 
Tnmic, 56. of the ruling Christian 
Democrat party; Salvador All ends, 
62, the Marxist, representing a 
broad left-wing extremist front, 
and Jorge Alessandri. 74, carrying 
the banner of the rightists. 

In what local observers consider 
to be the most decisive ballot In 
the nation's history, the crucial 
issue for Chile— and significant for 
the rest of Latin America — was Mr. 
AUende's fourth attempt to win 
popular support for a Marxist gov- 
ernment. 

Bis declared aim to slowly trans- 
form Chile Into a Marxist state, 
starting first with nationalization 
of the American-owned copper 
mines and of banks, public services 
and the press, would mean a pro- 
found change for Chile if he g*»Tiift 
the presidency.

The foundation, christened the 
Social Education Foundation but 
also styled the Jerry Rubin Fund, 
was set up last year and holds 
the copyright to Rubin's revolu- 
tion-minded best seller, "Do It. " 
Royalties from, the book go to 
the -foundation and are, ..thus, 
exempt, at least for the present, 
from federal Income taxes. 

The book suggests that young 
people burn their schools, leave 
their homes and establish a new 
society. ' Zt concludes with enthu- 
siastic predictions of a "mass break- 
down of authority, mass rebellion, 
total anarchy In every institution 
in the Western world. 1 

IRS officials in New York rou- 
tinely granted the organization 
tax-exempt status on May 23, 1869. 
Just one week after It was incor- 
porated under the name of Rubinfc 
wife. Nancy S. Kurshan. 

Papers filed with, the IRS de- 
clare that the foundation would 
devote Itself to a variety of philan- 
thropic goals. Including “preven- 
tion of cruelty to children or 
animals."

Convened by a divergent group 
of black activists and intellectuals, 
many of whom took part In previ- 
ous black-power conferences is 
Newark. Philadelphia and Bermuda, 
the four-day mectinc of "problwn 
solving sessions" has the stated aha 
of providing "a functioning metho- 
dology for reducing the contradfc- 
: tlons and artificial diversity of 
nationalist theory." 

Major, themes emerging In the 
pre-workshop sessions here center 
on the ideas of “nation-biUMiag, 
black self -deter m i n ation, black 
self-sufficiency, self-respect asa 
self-defense." 

“Our purpose here Is to unite 
black people, not only in America, 
but in Africa, and the Caribbean, 
In Australia, Mexico, South America 
sand all. over the planet earth * 
said Hayward Henry, the 27-year- 
old congress chairman. 

Mr. Henry, a lecturer- in black 
studies at Harvard and at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, sold the delegates would 
attempt to work for the “unifica- 
tion of blacks through programs, 
not through ideology." 

With Mr. Henry at the news 
conference at the Interdenomina- 
tional Theological Center was Rca- 
sevelt Brown, a member of parlia- 
ment in Bermuda, and five dele- 
gates of the Australian Aborigine 
Advancement League.

The same te chnicali ty caught 
Otto Htrschler. the last of the 
German rocket men to work 
for the United States Army. He 
was laid off earlier this year 
in a personnel reduction at the 
Army Missile Command here at 
the Redstone Arsenal. 

Another factor that weighed 
against the German- Americans 
was the Civil Service's prefer- 
ential treatment given to 
veterans. . 

“They say the system is com- 
petitive, but it is not” said a 
55-year-old engineer who was 
the one career civil servant in 
the group of seven. “A veteran 
can bump me out, but I can’t 
buznp a veteran, no matter 
what I’ve done in the past” 
Being a veteran of the Ger- 
man Air Force, as Mr. Wiesman 
wryly noted, does not count. 

A spokesman for the space 
center said that the selection 
of those to be laid -off was 
made only after a "careful 
review of personnel files and 
OH the basis Of r erjimmunNff - 
tions by division managers. The 
PeenemQnde team could not 
receive special . treatment, he 

said.. . .. 

“We have to go by' a set of 
rules set up by the Civil Service 
Commission the spokesman 
added, “if you started to 
deviate, you'd open a hell of a 
can of worms.” 

Neither Dr. Eberhard Rees, 
director of the center, nor Dr. 
von Braun, who is now the

No Cholera in Zambia 
LUSAKA Zambia. Sept. '4 
CUPIi. — Government health offi- 
rials denied rumors of a cholera ' 
outbreak in Zambia today, almost 
on the eve of the Third World ' 
Conference of Non-Aligned Nations 
here. 

“No cases of ‘cholera have been, 
reported, and we do not intend to 
carry out a mass vaccination prog- 
ram." a Health Ministry spokes- 
man said. 

Despite this assurance, there 
was a rush to medical centers for 
inoculations by Lusaka residents, 
whose city will soon be swamped 
by an influx of more, than 1,500 
delegates and newsmen— many of ■ 
them from areas already affected 
by cholera outbreaks. The con- . 
ference opens Sunday.

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Not Peace But a Sword? 


The sttuctanee with Which the State 
Department officially acknowledged that 
there had been tiolaticns of the cease-lire 
standstill was Both obvious and understand- 
able. It is not only that Washington has 
been the prime mover in securing the cease- 
fire, and therefore concerned to have it 
effective. The issues go far beyond prestige, 
and beyond the Middle East. 

The cynical exploitation of the truce by 
the TLAJl. and the T7.SJ3.R. has quite clearly 
damaged whatever hopes for peace were 
aroused by it. Hard-liners in both Israel 
and the Arab countries have been stiffened 
and moderates depressed. The United States 
IS also in the awkward position of being 
forced to try to restore the status quo ante. 
If diplomacy is to have a fair chance. 

But the hardest blow occasioned by the 
movement of Soviet-Egyptian missile sites 
to the Sues area was to the belief that the 
great powers, at least, had reached some 
kind of accord on contro llin g the flow and 
disposition of weapons in the critical region. 
If the truce, to Moscow, meant only an 
opportunity to beef up Egyptian defenses, it 
must be regarded as merely another militar y 
ploy, rather than a movement toward peace. 
The United States is bound in honor not to 
permit Israel to suffer from this breach of 
the spirit and the terms of the agreement 
— and the arms race Is still on. 

The difficulty of bringing Arabs and Is- 
raelis to accept some kind of modus vivendi 
is great and complex enough without the 
addition of great-power rivalry in the dis- 
tribution of armaments, Moreover, so long 
as tiie confrontation of SAMs and UjS. - built 


planes continues on an accelerating scale, 
the possibilities of clashes between the 
powers multiply. 

But even apart from this urgent con- 
sideration. there are broader questions 
involved. A shadow has been cast, by Soviet 
bad faith, over the SALT talks and the 
hopeful discussions of a European settle- 
ment. 

It Is still possible to reverse this ominous 
trend. The United States has made it 
abundantly clear— -too dear for Israel— that 
It wants a low-profile, diplomatic solution 
of the difficulty, that It is far from desiring 
to continue the weapons race in the Middle 
East. The opportunity is afforded Moscow 
to make some gestures of its own that would 
ease the heightening tensions. 

And this opportunity offers substantial 
gains to the Soviet Union — If It IS not so 
completely involved in expanding its influ- 
ence in the Mid east as to be blind to its 
interests elsewhere. Neither the Soviet 
Union nor the United States can guarantee 
that the countries of the Middle East will 
find a stable peace. Jordan is tom from 
within and on the brink of outright hostil- 
ities with Iraq. No one knows what Israel 
could concede, or what the TJJkJt. might be 
willing to accept. But the great powers, if 
they are content to hold the ring in that 
region, could reach agreements of vital 
Importance In other parts of the world — 
agreements that would mean greater secur- 
ity lor themselves and their neighbors. It 
is worth doing— worth far more than a few 
strategic debating points on the banks of 
the long-stagnant Suez CanaL 


Plus and Minus on Seabed 


A limited breakthrough and a major set- 
back have emerged from coincidental nego- 
tiations in Geneva involving the oceans. 
The United Nations disarmament committee 
has endorsed, with only a minor reservation, 
by Mexico, a revised Soviet- American draft 
of a treaty to prohibit nuclear weapons in 
the international seabed. Each, of the 
superpowers made concessions to meet objec- 
tions smaller countries had raised to three 
earlier versions, so the treaty now has an 
excellent chance of acceptance by . the UN 
General Assembly later this month. 

Another UN committee, however, has 
failed to its second major effort to agree 
on basic principles for internationalizing the 
seabed. This failure in Geneva will seri- 
ously delay negotiations for establishment 
of an international seabed Authority and 
may Jeopardize the hopes of exploiting 
oceanic resources for the benefit of devel- 
oping countries. 

The upsurge of nationalism in South 
America combined with the Soviet Union’s 
chronic hostility to any control by an inter- 
national or United Nations body finally 
frustrated a negotiation that seemed for a 
time to be making solid progress. Agree- 
ment on the principles is requisite for con- 


vening the more difficult negotiation on the 
seabed agency itself. 

Peru, Ecuador. Chile and some other 
Latin American nations fear international- 
ization of the seabed would jeopardize their 
extravagant claims to sovereignty 200 -miles 
out from their coastlines. Moscow helped 
stall progress by reviving its suggested ban 
on “all military uses” of the seabed outside 
national jurisdictions — a proposal similar to 
one it had agreed long ago to delete from 
the treaty to ban nuclear weapons fr om the 
ocean floor. 

The hazards of delay were cited by United 
States delegate Christopher P hillip s, who 
warned that new national claims far terri- 
torial waters advanced in the course of the 
four-week negotiation would, all by them- 
selves. reduce the seabed area available for 
internationalization “by many hundreds of 
thousands of square miles.? 

Despite the opposition of oil and other 
mineral lobbies, the United States fought 
hard to advance Its Internationalization 
proposal, it must persist in the effort to 
arouse support, particularly among the 
underdeveloped nations, for President Nix- 
on’s goal of insuring that the resources of 
the ocean floor will be “the common heri- 
tage of mankind."

or not. still exists. Money from 
Chicago has turned it into an 
intellectual and sporting resort, 
where skiers and professors slide 
and study, but outside these fash- 
ionable seasonable pursuits, Aspen 
is a community with a life of Its 
own anil It is doing things In its 
own way. 

For example, it has voted in the 
last few days to approve a 1 per- 
cent sales tax to purchase open 
innH around village. This will 
bring in about half a million dol- 
lars a year, which will be used 
. to buy and save a greenbelt around 
ASpen from the real estate devel- 
opers. 

While this local battle to pre- 
serve the privacy and beauty of 
Aspen was going on, the Aspen 
Institute for Humanistic Studies 
was holding a conference of intel- 
lectual leaders from all over the 
world to discuss the problems of 
technology, environment, and hu- 
man values. 

The year-round residents of 
Aspen pay little attention to the 
political, economic and philosophi- 
cal discussions of these visitors 
about how to save the world from 
pollution and stupidity. The Aspen 
Times concentrated on the local 
problem. It ignored the universal 
abstractions of its visitors, and 
worked for the 344-107 vote that 
provided the money, mainly at the 
expense of the. winter and sum- 
mer tourists, to save the valley. 

Contrast . 

The contrast between govern- 
ment action, intellectual discus- 
sion, and local energy to deal with 
modem problems is worth some 
study. All are important and 
necessary and the activities of the 
government officials and the intel- 
lectuals get the publicity, but the 
frontier instincts of concerned 
citizens at the local level should 
not be overlooked. 

They cannot preserve their com- 
munity by themselves. They don't 
have the ability to oppose the power 
companies and the real estate 
developers, but if they can get 
the women and the 1 percent local 
sales tax on their side, they can 
at least slow down the destruction 
of their communities. 

There is much more of this per- 
sonal and community action to 
deal with the social problems of 
America than is generally realized. 
Far example. Colorado is now the 
most active area of What Is called 
the Outward Bound movement, 
which is a private effort to help 
solve the problems of the urban 
ghettoes by bringing young city 
residents into the mountains. 

This is not a federal project. It 
is entirely private. It originated 
not in the United States, but in 
Britain during the last world War, 
with a German !«««< Kurt mw, 
who created a survival school far 
the British Navy. 

Bis idea then was that men can 
do much more than they think they 
can do if only they are trained 
to believe. “To serve, to* strive, 
and not to yield,'’ was Hahn’s 
motto for training young British 
seamen to survive when their ships 
were shot out from under them. 

Private Efforts 

It Is a long way from the savage 
battles of the British convoys of 
the last world war to the Urban 
ghettoes and the mountains of 
America, but private Americans, 
like Jack McCloy who was UJ3. 
High Commissioner in Germany in 
the 1940s, and particularly, his wife, 
Ellen, have applied this concept 
of “survival” in private ways and 
with private money to the prob- 
lems of America, today.

Accordingly, young Americans 
out of the urban ghettoes are 
coming Into these mountains on 
a 26-day course and applying Kurt 
Hahn's survival school techniques 
to the contemporary problems of 
America. They are trained in 
groups of eight or 12 under the 
leadership of a remarkable group 
of young men. to grapple with the 
problems of pxtettng in the moun- 
tains. They have to rely cn one 
another and eventually to rely on 
themselves. They exist on dehy- 
drated food. They ford the wild 
mmintain streams of this area and 
climb the rocky faces of the Elk 
Ridge, relying an - one another, 
black and white *Kkp ( and it is 
something wonderful to hear than 
tell about what they learned about 
themselves and their companions 
in the process. 

These private efforts to deal with 
America's problems somehow get 
overlooked, but they are going on 
these days all over the country. 
About 1,000 recruits go through 
the Outward Bound school every 
year in Colorado alone, but it is 
also active in Maine. Minnesota, 
North Carolina and other states, 
and it is spreading quietly all over 
the country. 

In sum, of course. Outward 
Bound is very small, but like the 
vote here in Aspen for preserving 
the community through added sales 
taxes. It is a symbol of what 
individuals and communities are 
doing in many ways to deal pri- 
vately and locally with very large 
problems. 

The tragedy is that so little is 
known in the nation as a whole 


about the success of these individu- 
al nix* community efforts. The com- 
munity sales tax to pe r pet u ate 
greenbelts around villages, towns 
and cities obviously has large pos- 
sibilities. but outside of Boulder 
and Aspen in Colorado, the tech- 
nique is not known. 

Similarly, the Outward Bound 
id ea b«m immense possibilities. For 
example, one large company in 
Denver is now using the Outward 
Bound School down the valley here 
in Marble, Colo., as a recruiting 
center for blacks. ' If they go 
through the 26-day Outward Bound 
program successfully, they are 
given responsible jobs in the com- 
: -pany, regardless of-rpreyto^ ext 
perience or even of previous police 
records. 

This sort of thing is not only 
leading to jobs in Colorado far 
the blacks bnt to scholarships and 
credits at the University of North 
Colorado. It is an experiment In 
self -discovery and Self-confidence 
and community action. It- id a 
way of creating adversity in the 
mountains to combat the problems 
of urban life and affluence, and 
It seems to be proving the theory 
that individuals and communities 
can still deal effectively with the 
common problems of modem Hle. 

It sounds a little old-fashioned 
to talk about individual action and 
^community action with private 
funds to preserve greenbehs and 
educate deprived kids “to serve, 
to strive and not to yield,” but 
this sort of thing is still going on 
in America, and it is much .more 
widespread and much mare suc- 
cessful than is generally supposed.

For Mr. Cramer fs a regular, 
old-line Republican— an tight, 
term congressman from £l Peters- 
burg with a constituency fun of 
retired persons from Republican 
centers to the Middle West. Hq 
made his way locally, and In the 
Bouse, by sticking to Republican 
approaches on economic, social, 
judicial problems. 

The Cramer brand of Republican- 
Ism. however, has recently been 
challenged here and elsewhere in_ 
the South by a newer breed.

They broke 
with the Democrats mainly be- 
cause Of differences on the race 
Issue.

TVEW YORK.— The acceleration 

* of . .biological engineering has 
been urged before Congress by 
Nobel laureate Dr. Joshua Leder- 
berg. He called for the establish- 
ment of a national genetics task 
force to Increase the momentum 
of efforts aimed at Tmimirtng the 
genetic code of Such a 

breakthrough to biology could lead 
to the prevention of many Al- 
nesses whose origin is wholly or 
partially in the genetic code. 

There Is much to be mid to favor 
of such a task force. But it ought 
to be accompanied by a task farce 
on the social and moral conse- 
quences of genetic manipulation. 
The Imminent breakthroughs to 
biology may affect man as much 
or mare than be was affected by 
previous revolutions in. engineering 
and physics: toe imposition of . a 
new set of capacities, of freedoms, 
of choices society must make, of 
evil it can inflict. 

Gene manipulation may also al- 
low man to tamper with biological 
elements which heretofore had to 
be accepted, including the sex of 
children to be conceived, their 
features and color, and ultimately 
their race, energy levels, and 
perhaps even IQs. Thus, what 
may start as the biological control 
of Alnesses could become an at- _ 
tempt to breed supermen. While 
this may appeal to same, think 
about the agonizing problems if 
man has to act as the creator and 
f ashion the image of nan. 

What supermen win the national 
task force order? Blond or brawn, 
white or black? Highly charged, 
or low-keyed? More males? And, 
who will make all these decisions 
—the parents shopping for genes 
in the supermarket, again expect- 
ing society to pick up toe bill for 
toe aggregate effects of to dividual 
decisions? Or a government agency, 
a task farce? 

Fortunately, it seems we. ’do not 


have to stop toe genetic combat of 
illness to preven t genetic en- 
gineering for racist purposes. Con- 
trary to widely held beliefs, studies 
show that the energy at science 
may be guided into one area to the 
relative neglect of others. It Is 
generally thought that scientific 
work requires that toe scientist fol- 
low any lead his Investigating spirit 
encounters anfl which may take 
him any place. The findings of & 
sub-discipline of a field trickle 
freely into the others: Hence, one 
kind of genetic manipulation win 
willy-nilly open the door to others. 

Actually, most scientific findings 
are not readily transferable, and 
their application Is affected by 
moral taboos. Next to no work 3s 
carried out to the psychology need- 
ed to develop subliminal advertis- 
ing, a ad those scientists who sought 
to prove racist theories are starv- 
ed for funds and academic recog- 
nition. 

Before such guiding of scientific 
efforts can be effectively applied to 
the new genetics, we must have a 
dearer notion tit the mor al and 
social choices Involved in the 
biological revolution and the mech- 
anisms by which science be 
guided without being stifled. To 
this end, I suggest toat ' at least 
one percent of the 910 million a 
year requested for a National Ge- 
netics Task Force he set aside to 
explore the options genetic engin- 
eering is about to impose on us. 

Let us not again sail bUndly into 
a storm unleashed by. scientists 
anxious to unlock all of natibrafr 
secrets with little concern far who 
and what will be blown over in 
the resulting tidal waves.

TfCDINBIIRGH; Sept 4.— After 
^ four seasons, the Prospect 
Company has established itself 
: as toe one guaranteed bright 
spot in the Edinburgh Festival 
theater. Otherwise, the . official 
drama Is' nothing to write home 
about. This year, for instance; 
the inclusion of - “Stomp." inef- 
fectual .heir to. toe original rock 
musicals, -has been hailed as a 
policy breakthrough. It is, of 
course, nothing of the sort. . . 

The safeness of the choice is 
evident in the. fact that the cast 
has not only acquiesced in the 
~ removal of. a nude scene at the 
request of festival' director Peter 
Dfam&nd, who felt it might up- 
set those- -used to Edinburgh's 
sanctified atmosphere, but is 
also compounding , toe original 
cop-put by threatening to put 
bank toe scene on toe last night, 
when It cannot harm toe show's 
participation. - . 

While Prospect has nothing 
to '.match; Ian McKe Han's tri- 
umph last year as Edward H 
and Richard II, the company 
has produced an exciting a nd 
constantly entertaining version 
of . Shakespeare’s “Much Ado • 
About -Nothing," which, contains 
a performance of toe highest 
quality by John Neville as 
Benedick. 

Mr. Neville’s brilliance, indeed,

comes near to over-balancing 
the play; He quite 
his alter ego, Claudio, in their 
scenes together, and proves him- 
self more than a match lor 
Beatrice, here tartly played by 
Sylvia Sims, who Is convincing- 
ly tough but insufficiently ten- 
der. It is a liberating experience 
to watch. Mr. Neville managing 
the transition from a defensive 
cynicism to deeply held feelings 
of love and anger, moving from 
destructive wit to joy. 

Xbe’ Setting 

Director Toby Robertson has 
set the play in a Spanish colony, 
toward the end of the 19to 
century. At the first appearance 
of toe players, in bell-bottomed 
jeans and sombreros, amid a 
rattle of' pistol shots, it seems 
no more than a wilful perversity 
-on his part. 

But doubts soon fade. His 
notion has revitalized tha play, 
giving it an- unaccustomed fresh- 
ness. The setting, after all, is a 
natural one for the strict, court- 
ly code of honor on which toe 
action depends. I do not remem- 
ber a production in which Hero's 
nnwiajilriyig horwlf to Claudio 


in the marriage scene is such 
& moving moment. 

That, outside this artificial 
society, dominated by conven- 
tion, there is a real and more 
brutal world, where people ac- 
tually die, Mr. Robertson em- 
phasizes by a brilliant stroke at 
the end of the play. 

Don Pedro, played with rough 
authority by Timothy West, 
glances down at the body of the 
captured villain, his bastard 
bother Don John, and cold- 
bloodedly murders him. There 
is a slight pause as the body 
is dragged out. Then the wed- 
ding festivities restart and toe 
courtly dance continues. 

Another Production 

Prospect’s other production, 
“Boswell's Life of Johnson," is 
altogether more light-weight. 
Timothy West’s shambling, 
twitching figure is, you feel, how 
Johnson must have been in 
life, and Julian Glover is equal- 
ly effective as the ambiguous 
BoswelL But the play itself be- 
comes little more than an an- 
thology of toe better known 
aphorisms, a quick, guided tour 
around the more easily acces- 


sible parts of a complex per- 
sonality. 

One of the disappointments of 
the festival is toe lack of a 
major production from toe 
Scottish Actors Company — -form- 
ed with high hopes— that made 
its debut last year with an In- 
triguing Highlands version of 
Ibsen. This time, the players 
are reduced to little more than 
a few poetry readings on the 
Festival Fringe. 

It is on the Fringe that toe 
dramatic risks are taken. Al- 
though the proportion of failures 
is high, one still enters the 
numerous tiny theaters with a 
sense of excitement. 

At the Crown, Lothian Street, 


in a production by the Bradford 
University Drama Group, David 
Edgar makes a promising debut 
with his “Two Hinds of Angel," 
a play about Marilyn Monroe 
and Rosa Luxemburg. Mr. Edgar 
approaches his heroines through 
the fantasies of two girls who 
share a flat. The device allows 
him not only to e xamine toe 
lives of two famous women, 
drawing on documentary mate- 
rial. but also those influenced 
by them — one a would-be and 
already failed actress, the other 
a revolutionary whose idea of 
action Is to organize, a boycott 
of a university canteen. At this 
stage, Mr. Edgar lacks a sense 
of toe dramatic, writing mono- 
logues rather than dialogue. But 
he is that rare creature in mod- 
em theater, a playwright of 
idea;, and, as such, should be 
cherished.

By H. Erich Hememann 
NEW YORK, Sept. 4 CNYT) 
The Federal Reserve System press- 
ed its policy of monetary expansion 
during the last two weeks, banking 
data published yesterday Showed 
The monetary aggregates — the 
broad totals that measure the 
availability of funds in the econ- 
omy — all Showed a tendency to 
grow at a more rapid rate than 
bad been characteristic recently. 

In particular, the totals that are 
heavily influenced by commercial- 
bank time deposits expanded at 
exceptionally rapid rates.

An examination of the log- 
books found aboard the boat 
Teignmoutb Electron, revealed 
that Crowhurst had never gone 
round the world at all, and that 
he had in fact spent the past 
243 days sailing about in the 
Atlantia keeping Clear of the 
shipping' routes and sending 
' back false radio reports of his 
supposed progress round the 
Cape of Good Hope and Cape 
Horn. Yet only shortly before 
his yacht was found abandoned 
he had- been expected back at 
Teignmoutb, England, by an 
eager throng: of .yachtsmen and 
holiday-makers as winner of 
the Bound-the-Warld race, 
sponsored by the Sunday Times 
of London. "What had happened? 
It is this question that the au- 
thors (themselves Sunday Times 
reporters) set out to solve. They 
manage to do so completely 
convincingly with the sdd of the 
logbooks, notebooks and journals 
that Donald C row h ur st left be- 
hind. Indeed, these can be lit- 
tle doubt that he left tham all 
so carefully displayed in order 
that his guilt lor the attempted 
deception should be made 
known to the world. 

The round-the-world race was 
a good journalistic idea, but the 
question must inevitably be 
asked: Should the race ever 
have been promoted? The an- 
swer is, not under the condi- 
tions which it was. It produc- 
ed a fine winner in Bohin 
Xnox-Johnstan, a professional 
mariner, with a lot of sailing 
experience behind him, Donald 
Crowhurst, to judge from this 
account, had relatively little 
sailing experience, no 
.racing experience, and no 
single-handed experience. 

This is the story of a vrum 
who set out in an Hi-organized 
boat, realized that he could sot 
cope with the conditions likely 
to be experienced in the Roaring 
Forties, did not dare to ‘give up 
and face his sponsors and his 
debts, toted to cheat, was hnnpjtt 
enough to realize that he could 
not go; through, with it— and 
then went mad. The last sec- 
tion of this book, in which the- 
authors quote freely from Crow- 
hurst’s journals, are horrifying 
to read. Dostoevsky could hard- 
ly equal tins picture of spiritual 
tragedy and failure. 

Donald Crowhurst was some- 
thing of a show-off and, as the 
authors describe him, “a small- 
town intellectual” At the time 
when he left an the race in his 
trimaran, T eignm onth Electron, 
he was manager of bis own 
small electr oni cs firm, which 
was doing badly and, indeed, in 
danger of foundering. He need- 
ed to win not only for the prize 
money and other cash accruing, 
but for the publicity which 
jjrould. undoubtedly ; have saved 
hi» firm. 

The "boat itself appears to 
have been structurally sound 


—indeed it has receafly ^ 
sold. The trouble- about tfc ■' 
whole venture was that every- 
thing was done in ft great rusk 
too little and too late, court v 
ston piled on confusion— ^ 
a sailor who had done littl 
more than "potter about fc. 
small boats." Qne sees Crol 
burst's predicament from th 

beginning— and the terribi 

thing was that he could no 
afford to back out. - Bis wi&nc 
told the anthers that on tii 
night before he sailed she sair 
to him; 

“If you give up now, wj 

you be unhappy fee- the res! 

of your life?" Donald did 

answer, but started to cry. n< 

wept until morning ... 

He was trying, she says, tc 
tell her that he had failed an: 
that he did not want to go or 
with, it— but she did not xeali# 
this at the time. 

So Crowhurst sailed off. Pros 
the very beginning things wen:

He left the truth behind him 
and Tomalin and Hall have deci • 
phered it for us.

On Vince Lombardi’s Death 


CORONADO. Calif. Sept 4 
(WP).— President Nixon issued 
the following statement yester- 
day on the death of Washington 
Redskin coach Vince Lombardi: 

"When I think of Vince Lom- 
bardi, i think of him standing 
at the side of a football field, 
his attention focused sharply 
on his- team. He was an im- 
posing figure— and an inspiring 
one. On the field and off. his 
very presence was commanding. 
As I t h i nk of him that way, I 
know that be will always hold 
a commanding place to the 
memory of this nation. 

"Vince Lombardi helievec to 
fundamentals. On the football 
field this meant blocking and 
tackling and running to (toy- 
light Off the field it meant 
bis church, his home, his friends 
and his family. He built his 
life— as he built bis team— 
around basic values and that is 
why hl« greatness as a coach 
was more than matched by tos 
greatwn » a human bring. 

"Many who knew very little 
about football nevertheless 
knew a great deal about Lom- 
bardi. /Ebey knew that he was 
a man of discipline and deter- 
mination, of courage and com- 
mitment, of pride and purpose, 
oi Joyalty^Ana of teve. They 
knew that h*d readied the 
top a bis field bepaws he was ' 


able tp help others discover 
the best that was to them- 
selves. lake the power sweep 
which became his trademark, 
the power of Vince Lombardi’s

“Well, put some spin on it 
tlie next time.” 

Claremont threw another box 
and. we heard the glass shat- 
tering. The coach nodded his 
head. 

"Good boy." 

The next group we came to 
was running an obstacle course. 
Pieces of luggage were strewn 
on the field and the men had 
to jump from one piece of 
luggage to another without 
their heavy work: boots hitting 
the ground. The hinges were 
broken on most of the bags 
and the locks were crushed. 

“After running the 100-yard 
course, stomping on the lug- 
gage.”

100 Years Later— 
The 'Same’ Republic 

By James Goldsborough 

DARIS. Sept. 4.— Amid shouts of “Le Roi a Palis!" and com- 

ment« in the opposition press- that the country still had 
a long way to go to democracy, France today celebrated the 
centennial of the French Republic, a republic bom in the 
ashes of the French armies at Sedan, Sept. 1, 18TCL 

Three days later the Third Republic was proclaimed by 
Leon Gambetta and Jules Favre at the H6tel de VUle in Paris, 
ending the 18-year-old Second Empire of Napoleon HL It is 
a republic that according to Gaul list doctrine still exists today, 
having been preserved, by Gen. de Gaulle during World Was H 
and Improved by the constitutions of the Fourth and Fifth 
Republics. 

Today’s celebration fittingly took place at the Hotel de 
Ville, which is symbolic not only as the birthplace of the Third 
Republic, but as the place where Gen. de Gaulle chose to 
decline to proclaim a new republic at the Liberation in 1944. 

Urged by members of the National Resistance Council to 
announce the revolutionary nature of the Resistance and to 
proclaim the republic from the balcony of the H6tel de VUle, 
Gen. de Gaulle uttered his famous phrase, “The Republic has 
never ceased to exist.” 

French newspapers have been filled with analyses of -the 
events of 1870 and their contemporary gignifiranpp. writing in 
Le Monde. Jean-Marie Domenach went so far as to suggest 
that if Frenchmen had made Sept. 1— the anniversary of the 
Sedan defeat — a national holiday instead of Nov. 11, the debacle 
of 1940 might have been avoided. 

Mr. Domenach called the French defeat in 1940 a repeat 
performance of the Sedan disaster. 

French historian Jean-BaptLjte Duroselle was no kinder in 
his comments. Distributing blame equally between Napoleon in 
and the Empress Eugenie, Mr. Duroselle writes that the emperor 
did not understand the German movement for national unity 
under B isma rck, »nrf when he finally did understand, in 1870. 
it was too late. Eugenie got blamed for urging her husband 
on to war with Germany when the emperor himself, on the eve 
of the conflict, favored peace. 

Bismarck, however, is not completely exonerated by the 
French historian, especially in the German chancellor's re- 
editing of the Brag telegram to give it a tone insufferably insult- 
ing to the proud French emperor. 

“The war,” writes Mr. Duroselle, “was desired by both 
sides." 

If these commentators don’t shed too many tears over the 
defeat of 1870, it is because, in their eyes, it brought to France 
the enduring republic, unlike the ephemeral First and Second 
Republics. As Prime Minister Jacques Chaban-Delmas said 
today in a speech at the Hdtel de VUle fa replica of the 1870 
building which was destroyed during the Paris Commune of 
1871) . “the essential thing is that France today could not be 
anything but republican . . . The Third Republic has definitely 
implanted in France— not only In the texts, but in a or spirits 
and our customs— political democracy." 

Some commentators would not grant so much. Writing 
In the liberal Combat. Philippe Tesson renewed the opposition's 
cry against Gaullist “personal power." and branded the Gaul- 
lists the new aristocracy. “The Republic is still to be achieved," 
he said.
